u DRESSED HERSELF UP TO MEET 
DEATH VOLUNTARILY. 


Then, Holding a Locking Glase Before 
Her, She Sent a Bullet Through Her 
Brain—A Will and a Letter Explain the 
Deed—A Teacher in the Pope School, 


Miss Julia Albiets, aged , a teacher in the 
pope School of this city, committed suicide a 


widowed mother, Mrs. Barbara Albietz, No. 
2 Gamble street, by shooting herself 
through the head witha revolver. The act 
was committed while the young lady was 
alone in the house, the other members 
being absent on a short afternoon visit 
at the residence of a friend, and 
the discovery ofher dead body upon their 
_eturn was the first intimation the horror- 
stricken family had of the awful affair. This 
discovery revealed such evidences of deliber- 
ation and coolness in the act that it proved a 
double shock to the family and showed that 
the unfortunate young lady must have 
thought over and planned her desperate 
deed for some time before its actual com- 
mission. 

When the motherand elder sister of the 
young teacher returned home about 6:30 
o'clock last evening they found the house 
silent and apparently deserted. When they 
had gone out several hours previously they 
had left Miss Julia Albiets in her room. 
Passing through the house from room 0 
room in their search for her, following their 
return, and without the slightest feeling of 
apprehension arising from her apparent 
absence, the mother and daughter 
found a note lying on a table in a room on 
the lower floor which contained the ominous 
lines Tou will find me in the bath-room.’’ 
Immediately hurrying up stairs they en- 
tered the bath-room on the second 
foor te meet there a most fright- 
ful sight. The dead body of 
Miss Julia Albitg lay stretched out at full 
length on the floor. There was a a wound in 
der head. 

EVIDENCES OF DELIBERATION. 

It was plain that the young lady, in the A- 
lence and longliness of the deserted house, 
had gone about taking her own life with - 
most incredible deliberation. At her side on 
the blood-stained floor there lay a small 
mirror, which she had evidently held before 
her in one hand for the purpose of 
seeing with fatal clearness that the 
revolver was correctly aimed de- 
fore the shot was fired that pierced her 
brain. Near her right hand lay the revolver 
with which she thus took her life, only one 
chamber beingempty. Andas if plainly in 
preparation for her voluntary meeting with 
ueath, the young school teacher was arrayed 
in her best clothing, every garment being 
arranged with the greatest care, and her 
tollet finished as daintily as though she hai 
been dressing for some holiday occasion. 
Instant death had evidently followed the one 
shot from the pistol. | 

FOUND A WILL. 

Overcome with grief and horror at the 
sight, the mother and sisterof the suicide 
scarcely knew at first what to do, but finally, 
with the assistance of one or two neighbors, 
the body of the unfortunate woman was re- 
moved from the path-room to another apart- 
ment. Then to her own room her mother 
went to see H the daughter had left there 
any letters or papers explaining her awful 
ceed. The only document found 
was a most peculiar one in the form of a 
brief will, which read as follows:

EXPLANATION OF HIS FLYING TRIP 
AFTER HIS FAMILY. 


‘How Dr. Hearne Found His Wife and 
Stepohildren on Board a Ship Ready to 
Go to Europe—Miss Stillwell Blamed 
for the Hasty Trip—Some Peculiar 
Features.

A telegram from New York stated that 
Mrs. Hearne, with her young lady daugh- 
ter and two young children, were 
on board the steamship Spree about 
to go to Europe, when Dr. Hearne came on 
board excitedly in time to head them off. 


The reports from New York gave 
the whole affair the color 
of an attempt on Mrs. Hearne’s 


part to leaveher husband. It was also rep- 
resented that Dr. Hearne invoked the aid of 
detectives and had an exciting midnight car- 
riage ride to catch the ship on which his wife 
and step-children had engaged passage. 

DR. HEARNE EXPLAINS.

St. Louis is the only city in the country 
which is cut in two by its street railway 
system, and whese people are-forced by 


A small section of South St. Louis, be- 
tween Market street and the junction of 
South Broadway with South Jefferson ave- 
nue, has one-fare communication with 
North St. Louis over the Broadway line. 
But the large and populous section of the 
city south of that function, and the entire 
population of the city, with the exception 
of the people living near the Broadway 
line, must pay two fares in crossing the 
street-car boundary between North and 
South St. Louis. 

Our street car ordinances have all been 
drawn apparently with a view of dividing 
St. Louis into two distinct cities for street 
car purposes, focusing all travel upon a 
few blocks in the business center and com- 
pelling everybody to go a round-about 
way and pay an additional fare asa fine 
for traveling beyond this center to any 
point from any direction, 

This is a very profitable arrangement for 
the street car lines, but a very inconven- 
ient and disadvantageous one for the people 
in both ends of our arbitrarily divided 
city. In aiding to establish and maintain 
this system, the Municipal Assembly is 
sacrificing the convenience and interest of 
the public to the interest of the street car | 
companies. 

Any two lines which together afford 


the most direct continuous route 
between any two sections of the 
city should be required to carry 


passengers over the whole route for one 
fare, especially when both lines belong to 
and are operated by the same owners. 
This isno more than companies in other 
large cities are required to do, and no more 
than the companies in St. Louis can well 
afford to do for the revenues they receive 
from the people. Members of the Assem- 
bly are remiss when they fail to insert this 
condition in any of the numerous new con- 
cessions they are granting to street railway 
companies. 


A SAFE RULE. 

One incident in the matrimonial compli- 
cations of the late Manager RYAN of Hav- 
lin’s Theater is of importance from the 
standpoint of the public welfare. This is 
the withholding from publication of the 
marriage license he obtained for his second 
wedding. 

It has been the custom of Recorders to 
exercise discretion in the matter of sub- 
mitting the full record of marriage licenses 
to the press for publication, and Mr. 
HOBBS, in this instance, merely followed 
a precedent of his office. It may be that 
the suppression of the news of a marriage 
license is under some circumstances a 
kindness to the parties concerned. It 
may shield a scandal or protect them from 
embarrassment, but on the other hand it 
may afford a cover for the practice of de- 
ception or the commission of crime, in 
which the Recorder becomes through a 
kindly impulse or the consideration of 
friendship an innocent agent and accom- 
plice. 

The Ryan case is a case in point. If the 
publication of all marriage licenses were 
the invariable rule of the Recorder“ s office 
the impossibility of maintaining secrecy 
would have operated in this as it would 
operate in all similar cases as an effeetive 
preventive of an attempt at deception and 
crime. 

The prevention of crime is of far more 
importance than any consideration of 
friendship or social consequence and, there- 
fore, the rule of free inspection and publi- 
cation of all marriage licenses should be 
established and enforced. The Recorder 
would be relieved of responsibility and 
pressure and the possibility of blunders 
would be taken away by a law compelling 
this course of action.

PRIVATE WATCHMAN. 


Philip Lahn, Who Says He Was With 
Moxar, Details the Particulars of the 


ing the Case Was Solved—Olever De- 
tective Work—The Arrest. 


Frank Moxar was arrested in Centerville, 
III., early this morning, by Chief of Detec- 
tives William Desmond and Sergt. Patrick 
Reedy, and is said to have confessed that he 
shot and killed Private Watchman Michael 
Treinan in the Iron Mountain Rallroad Yards 
at Levee and Convent street on the morning 
of Sept. 17. His capture is the result ofa 
most clever piece of detective work, and to 
Sergt. Reedy, the acting night Chief of 
Police, ts due the credit of the arrest, 
It clears up the mystery of 
amurder which the police and detectives 
had given up as impenetrable. It was com- 
mitted atavery early hourin the morning 
before many people were about, and 


it was supposed at the time that 
there were no eye-witnesses, and 
after a long and vigorous search 
no one was found who had seen 


the murderer or anyone near the scene of 

the murder at the time the pistol shots, 

which several persons heard, were fired. 
THE MURDER. 

Michael Treinan was a private watchman 
employed jo'ntly by the Wiggins Ferry Co. 
and the Iron Mountain Rallroad Co., 
to patrol the yards and the river front from 
Chouteau avente to Gratiot street at night, 
and keep off tramps and loafers who make it 
a practice to sleep in box cars or 
Durglarize them. He had been em- 
ployed in this capacity about six 
years and was never known to have 
any serious trouble with tramps or loafers 
before. On the morning of Sept. 17, Jacob 
Krekel, a night watchman on W. H. Brown’s 
coal boatat the foot of Chouteau avenue, 
heard three pistol shots about 5:45 o’clock. 
It was not uncommon to hear pistol shots on 
the Levee and he paid no attention to 
it. An hour later several laborers were 
walking through the railroad yards between 
tracks 4 and 5 of the Belt Line when they 
found the dead body of Treinan lying face 
downward in the roadway. His dinner pail 
was on his right arm. 

THE WOUNDS. 

On examining the body they found the 
right arm had been broken by a bullet, an- 
other bullet had entered the dead man’s 
head under the left eye and a third had en- 
tered the breast in a line with the heart. 
There was no appearance of a struggle 
and the police at once reached 
the conclusion that Trienan had been 
assinated as he was on his way home from 
work by an enemy, probably a tramp who 
laid in wait for -him between two cars and 
shot him as he passed. No weapon was 
found on man, and it was learned 
later that he left bis revolver at home 
when he went to work the 
evening before. The murderer was supposed 
to be some one Treinan had driven the 

ards or whom he had sent to the work-house 
or trespassing. The police made several ar- 
rests a few days after the crime but released 
4 prisoners for lack of evidence to hold 

AM SEEN RUNNING AWAY. 

An engineer in the employ of the Iron 
Mountain road told the police about a week 
after the murder that he sawa man wearing 
a slouch hat and sack coat running through 
the yards and when the man reached 
the. cotton compress warehouses 
on Convent street he threw something 
under the platform. The police searched the 

lace and found a 44-calibre revolver and a 
ot of cartridges. They were sup to be- 
long to the murderer and that was the only 
clue the police could find. The engineer 
was taken from his engine by 
Sergt. Reedy and for nearly two weeks 
accompanied an officer through the slums of 
Convent, Almond, Spruce, Plum, Main 
Second and Third streets, but nowhere did 
he see a man who looked like the person he 
saw running west on Convent street. Up to 
the last week all hopes of tracing the mur- 
derer were given up. 

AN EYE-WITNESS FOUND. 

Word was received at police hea rters 
last week that there was an eye-witness to 
the murder of Treinan. He was heard talk- 
ing In a saloon at 900 South Third street. The 
proprietor of the saloon, Jacob Pfeiffer, was 
called on and hye questioned he said 
he was told nothing of the murder by an eye- 
witness. The man who gave the informa- 
tion was found by Sergt. Reedy, who took him 
before Pfeiffer and had him repeat the state- 
ment that Pfeiffer had been spoken to by an 
eye witness tothe Trenan murder. Pfeiffer 
then admitted he had been told something 
about it and gave the name of Philip Lahn 
of 311 Gratiot street as his informant, Lahn 
was found last nigut aud taken tothe Four 
Courts where he was confronted with the 
facts already in possession of the police, at 
which he agreed to tell all he knew and did

ALMY MUST HANG. 


The Murderer of Christie Warden to Die 
on, the Gallows. 


SENTENCED TO-DAY IN THE PLYMOUTH, 
N. T., COURT. 


Closing Scenes of a Sensational Trial— The 
Story of the Tragedy Near the Worden 
Homestead—Will Almy Attempts to 
Escape—Shrewd and Cunning, Though 
Looking Haggard. 5 


PLYMouTH, N. T., Nov. 19.—When the 
court - house doors were opened this morn- 
ing the waiting crowd came in with a rush 
packing the building to suffocation. Aimy 
came into court wearing a haggard look, 


Almy has been attended each day by 
Deputy Sheriffs McCoy of Plymouth, Clarke 
of Lebanon, Morse and Hawkins of Haver- 
hill, and Foster of Hanover. In walking he 
uses his crutches and moves very slowly, and 
apparently painfully. 

Amy was neatly dressed to-day in a light 
business suit. His linen is spotless, and he 
wears a crimson scarf, tastily arranged. 
His face, closely shaven except, his mus- 
tache, is ofan almost deathly paleness. His 
hair is trimmed and his general appearance 
would by a stranger have been regarded as 
pleasant. To the casual observer there is 
certainly nothing in his exterior that would 
suggest the idea that he is a murderer. 

At the afternoon session yesterday Almy 
made a long statement covering his life in 
the Warden family, dwelling on his love for 
Christie and detailing the manner of her 
murder. He was subjected to a sharp ques- 
tioning by the Chief Justice, to whom he ad- 
mitted that his statement to the Warden 
family that he had relatives in Savannah was 
false. No evidence was allowed to prove 
that Almy is G. H. Abbot, the escaped con- 
vict, although the matter was broached by 
the Attorney-General. 

Court was called to order quietly and Coun- 
sel Burley began his argument for the 
defense. He admitted murder only in the 
second degree. He quoted from the common 
law, and referred to the case of State against 
Pike as showing that the statutes should be 
ruled in favor of the prisoner as far as could 
be in harmony with the law. The different 
degrees of murder and its penalties were re- 
viewed and a strong effort made to secure 
sentence for murder in the second degree, 
the penalty for which is thirty years in State 
prison. Mr. Burley’s remarks occupied 
about an hour and were attentively listened 


to throughout. 


Almy is as shrewd and cunning to-day, 
despite the story of his love for Christie 
Warden told on the witness stand 2 
as he was when his brain devised a way by 
which he so long eluded his pursuers by hid- 
ing near the scene of his crime. He means 
to evade the hangman’s noose, and a 
bold attempt to escape from custody may yet 
add another thrilling chapter to his career of 


crime.

the truth of their assertion. They say Almy 
is nothing if not melodramatic. He likes 
scenes. elikes to play the heroic to an 
audience of women. Can he stand it to let 
this murder trial come quietly to an end with 
nothing but a solemn, plain, unvarnished 
sentence pronounced by bis judges? WIll not 
the same spirit animate him as when, a 
hunted fugitive from justice among the 
mountains of Vermont on the night after an 
election, be began to celebrate, all by him- 
self, sending up roman candies and touching 
off pinwheels, that his hungry, eager, would- 
be captors in the valleys beneath might know 
that he was stillon earth? That little dra- 
matic feature cost him his liberty then. 
Wouldn’t he even rather die now, while 
‘making a sensational attempt at escape, 
rather than ignominiously be marched off to 
prison? 


ALMY’S CRIME. 


THE STORY OF THE MURDER OF CHRISTIE WAR- 
DEN ON JULY 17. 


Haxover,. N. H., Nov. 19.—The crime com- 
mitted by Almy will never be forgotten in New 
Hampshire. He had beena laborer on the 
farm of Mr. Warden near this city. He had 
professed love for the farmer’s daughter, 
Christie, but his suit had been rejected and 
be had left Mr. Warden’s employ. He had 


always enveloped his past life in mystery, 
and the Wardensknew nothing of his his- 
tory prior to his coming among them. 

About 9:30 o’clock on the evening of July 17, 
Mrs. Andrew J. Warden, accompanied by her 
two daughters and a friend,was siowly mak- 
ing her way homeward along the lonely road 
from Hanover.

THE BRIGGS CASE. 


Counts in the Appeal of the Prosecuting 
Committee. 

NEW YorK, Nov. 19.—The end of the Prof. 
Briggs heresy trial is not yet. As stated 
briefly in Monday’s dispatches the Prosecut- 
ing Committee has appealed from the de- 
cision of the New York Presbytery to the 
General Assembly. Following is a summary 
of the counts in their appeal: 

1. Irregularity in the di - 
nya — 4 proceedings of said Presby 
2. Recetving improper testimony. 

3. Declining to receive important testimony. 

4. Hastening to a decision before the testimony 
was fully taken. 

5. Manifestation of prejudice in the conduct of 
the case. 

6. Mistake or injustice in the decision. 


Each count is supported by a number of 
specifications of error, such as the admission 
and consideration by the Presbytery of a 
2 by Dr. Briggs which 1 to be 
objections to the sufficiency of the charges in 
form or legal effect, but which ‘was, as de- 
bominated by Dr. Briggs, a response to the 
charges and specifications.’’ Other specifica- 
tions of error are the admission of argument 
on the merits of the case before the Prosecut- 
ing Committee was heard by the Presbytery ; 
irregularity in not determining the question 
of the sufficiency of the charges before dis- 

missing the case; also in considering the case 
2 upon its merits, but without hear 
ng the presentation of all the evidence. 

The Prosecuting Committee claim in their 
appeal that they were prepared to sustain 
every one of their charges by the evidence, 

but they were not permitted to do so. The 
committee claim that their appeal is also 
taken because the decision of the Presbytery 
may be taken as an approval of Dr. Briggs’ 

utterances, They claimthat the reasons of 
the Presbytery for dismissal were vague, in- 

definite and uncertain, and in no sense a suf- 
ficient answer to or refutation of the alleged 
errors. 

A complaint to the synod of New York 
against the action of the Presbytery of New 
York in dismissing the case has also 
been entered, signed by the Dr. shield,

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Nov. 19.—Hundreds of 
men Have returned from North Dakota, 
where they have been assisting at threshing. 
They say that at least one-third of the wheat 
is still unthreshed, but that they could not 
remain there with the temperature hovering 
about the zero point. Frederick Ames, the 
owner of a threshing outfit, said he had been 
threshing in Grand Forks and Walsh Coun- 
ties. He says for the entire distance between 


Park River and Grafton, eighteen miles, 
there is almost one-half of the grain still 
in the shock, and in such condition 
as to make threshing impossible. 
The men are leaving in droves . + 
the Nortb and making for the cities. OS3@r 
Miller of Grafton is here trying to get men to 
go to North Dakota, offering as much as 4a 
day and board. Thresher Bliss says there 
are plenty of threshing machines in the 
country but that it is impossible to get men 
tomanthem. Most of the farmers of North 
Dakota are ungble to furnish sleeping quar- 
ters for the hands, and sleeping in barns and 
straw stacks withthe thermometer at zero 
or below is impossible even at $4a day. The 
returned harvesters say that on Tuesdaya 
rain set in which wet the shocks throughout. 
In the evening the wind changed tothe north 
and the rain became sleet and snow. All the 
wet shocks froze stiff and it was impossible 
to get them through the machines. Some 
efforts have been made to carry on the work, 
but the grain threshed out of the frozen 
shocks thawed after being put in the bins 
and became useless on account of heating.

The Gaty Heirs Objeet to Commissioner 
Hammett's Charges. 


THEY WANT TO LIMIT HIM TO A SHER- 
IFF’S LEGAL FEE. 


A Suit Against the City Growing Out of a 
Fatal Accident at the King’s Highway 
Bridge—The Damage Suit Against Ex- 
City Marshal Neiser on Trial—Other

A number of prominent real estate men 
were present in Judge Valliant’s court to- 
day, the occasion being the final adjustment 
of the partition sale ofthe remaining estate 
of the late Samuel Gaty. The estate rep- 
resented a value of about $200,000. The bulk 
of the property was divided in parcels, and 


the remainder not being susceptible 
of division in this manner 
was sold at a special commissioner’s 
sale. To bring this about a partition suit 


was instituted, the style of which was The- 
odore E. Gaty against L. M. Rumsey and 
others, Mrs. L. M. Rumsey being one of the 
heirs. Inthe appointing of a special com- 
missioner the parties could not agree, and 
the Court appointed Mr. B. F. Hammett. The 
property was sold Nov. 12, and to-day the 
matter was before the court to have the fees 
of the commissioner, auctioneer and attor- 
neys allowed. 

The heirs who were represented in court 
to-day by Attorneys John W. Kerr and Sim T. 
Price demurred to Commissioner Hammett’s 


fee of the usual 2% per cent. Un- 
der the statute they claimed that 
he was only entitled to the 


Sheriff’s fee of 2 per cent for the first $1,000, 
1 per cent for the next $4,000, and n per cent 
for the remainder. The pony sold brought 
a little over $50,000, making Mr. Hammett’s 
fees about $1,250. The heirs were Willing to 
add $150 to the Sheriff’s fee, making the fee 
$428.35, because extra work had been entailed 
in makingthe sale. In fact there were two 
sales. The property was sold onze for $32, 250 
but the sale was set aside by the court. Fur- 
ther delay was entailed by the death of heirs. 
Experts were placed on the stand to state 
what the services rendered by Mr. Hammett 
were worth. Mr. Charles H. Turner testified 
that 2% per cent was a reasonable com- 
mission. r.

$3,000. The heirs’ attorneys thought that 
$2,500 ought to suffice, but will not contest 
the claim.

BALTIMORE, Md., Nov. 19.—Mr. Celso Cezar 
Moreno of Washington, the American agent 
of the National party of Hawali, was in Balti- 
more last night. He has several letters from 
a leader of that party in Honolulu that tell of 
a strong political ferment there. A Hawaiian 
leader, who was one of the revolutionists of 
1889, asks Mr. Moreno to see Secretary of State 
Blaine, and find out what attitude the United 
States would assume toward the proposed 
change of government if effected in the Pa. 
cific Islands. 
His letters also particularly beg that the 
Secretary will keep his hands off the domes- 
tic affairs of the Hawalians, and that he will 
not permit the ships of the United States 
Navy to interfere against the interests of 
the native revolutionists, who are expected 
to assert themselves, overturn the present 
Government, dethrone Queen Lilioukolani 
and set up a Republic before the Hawalian 
election, which would in the natural order 
of events be held in February. 

PEOPLE OF HAWAII. 
Mr. Moreno was ready to discuss the affairs 
of Hawall as they were when he left the 
islands on his present mission. Of the popu- 
lation he sald there are three classes of per- 
sons who may be styled the political peo- 
ple of the isiands—the Hawalians (including 
half-castes), the whites (including the Portu- 
guese immigrants, now numerous, especially 
near Honolulu), and the mixed population of 
Chinese, Japanese and South Sea Islanders.

President Palmer Tells Why Another Loan 
Is to Be Asked. 

New York, Nov. 19.—Ex-Senator T. W. 
Palmer of Michigan, President of the World’s 
Fair Commission, is at the Fifth Avenue | 
Hotel. Mr. Palmer came to New York to at- 

tend an important meeting of the Board of 
Control of the Fair, which will be held this 
week, probably Friday or Saturday. At this 
meeting Mr. Palmer says a statement will be 
formulated which will. contain information 
to be laid before President Harrison to be 
used by him inthe preparation of his mes- 
sage to Congress if he sees fit.

Our reasons for 
asking this loan will be explained in the 
statement. One reason why a loan is needed 
is that the plan and scope of the Fair have 
been broadened beyond all expectations.

WALL WHEAT ALONE BE RAISED, on 
DIFFERENT GRAINS? 


— 


Achange of Base Noticeable, Incident to 
the High Price of Wheat—Many 
Abandoning the System of Diversified 
Crops—Good Effects of the Recent 
Rains—Dangers of One Crop 


HiLLSsBORO, III., Nov. 19.—Since the er- 
treme freezing weather of last Tuesday 
morning, when the thermometer fell to with- 
in 4degs. of the coldest day of the winter of 
1890-91 at this point, the general topic of 
conversation here, as well as at all other 
places in Central Southern Ulinois, has been 
the question of damage to the wheat crop of 
1892 and the subject of diversified crops. Pre- 
vious tothis, wherever one has heard from 
throughout this section of Illinois, there 
seemed to be the same general feeling of sat- 
isfaction among the farmers over the result 
of this season’s harvest, and greater confi- 
dence than for years past in the future out- 
jook. There is no doubt but the hard weather 
of this week bas damaged the growing wheat, 
and as this is the wheat belt of the State it is 
but natural that it should be the subject up- 
permost inthe minds oi many. Diversified 
farming has received its share of attention. 
Failures of crops—of wheat particularly—for 
several years previous to 1891 had been grad- 
ually weaning the farmers of Central South- 
erp Illinois away from the one-crop idea, but 
the big success and the good prices of this 


AO. estion 


year seem to have turned the 
heads of the farmers Dack to 
wheat-growing as the one cereal 


upon which to base thelr hopes of a 
future living. Look where one will, after he 
leaves the limits ofthe country village, the 
eyes rest upon acres and acres of growing 
wheat, which, previousto the setting in of 
the late rains, promised the cultivator of 
the soilan exceedingly poor harvestin 1892. 
The rains have benefited the cereal mater- 
ially, but witha wheat-killing winter and 
the consequent nal failure of the crop, there 
will be many farmers who have placed about 
all the land they have to cultivate in wheat 
left without a dollarof their own in pocket 
the coming year. Many believe that this 
proves the farmer ofto-day in this part of 
lilinois is not gainingin new and improved 
ideas as fast as isthe manufacturer who fur- 
nishes the machinery forthe care and culti- 
vation Of his crops, else he would try diversi- 
fied farming on a more extensive scale and 
not depend upon the success or failure of the 
wheatcropalone. He would dear in mind 
that his best interests will be served by di- 
versifying his production in every possibile 
manner.

Her abundant light- 
brown hair is brushed straight back from her 
forehead in a way that intensifies the deli 
cate profile. When seen last evening in her 
luxurious parlor, she wore an English wrap- 
per of green velvet, with lining of blue satin 
and lace at the collar and cuffs, She spoke 
very frankly of her marital troubles. 

THE WIFE’S STORY. 

The answer that my husband has made 
to my plea for a divorce isa tissue of false- 
hoods,’’ she said. To go back to the begin- 
ning, I was married tothe Baronin 1875. He 
had a small fortune and a handsome salary, 
but I boughtand furnished from top to bot- 
tom one of the most magnificent houses in 
Paris. We went thereto live. I sold $30,000 
worth of English consols to pay for the furni- 
ture in that home.

MATAAFA OUTLAWED. 


Hawali Advices Concerning the Reported 
Seizure by the United States. 

SAN Francisco, Nov. 19.—The steamship 

Australia arrived yesterday seven days 

from Honolulu. Advices recived at the 


proclamation declaring Mataafa a rebel. 
The President of the Council in announcing 
the King’s wish to the Faipule is reported to 
have said: It is now time for the Govern- 
ment to be strong and seize Mataafa and 
prosecute him. 

Hawalian planters held a convention at 
Honolulu beginning Oct. 2, and discussed a 
number of important topics, among them 
the foreign labor question and advisability 
of extensive raising of coffee and tea 
on the islands. Ex- Attorney-General 
Ashford published an article Oct. 
30, in which he charged the press of Hono- 
lulu with being afraid to frankly discuss the 
situation arising out of the changed condi - 
tions of reciprocity with the United States, 
produced by the free sugar sections of the 
McKinley bill. 

A Honolulu bulletin commenting on the 
letter says: The United States does not 
want to disturb our autonomy, These re- 
ported utterances of her public men in favor 
of a protectorate are based on the false light 
in which the Hawalian situation is pre- 
sented by such writings as appear in a 
Kaleo newspaper and to which the 
Ashford letter bears a close affinity. The 
reasons for Hawalian independence are as 
strong to-day as they ever were.’’ 

The United States steamer Pensacoia is still 
at Honolulu; the United states steamer 
Charleston had not arrived there when the 
Australia left the islands. 


The Charleston, it was stated in dispatches 
from London a few Gers ago, had orders 
from the government at Washington to seize 
Honolulu, and, if ible, take posse 
of the Hawalian Islands in the name of the 
United States. This was at once denied b 
the State Department, who branded it 
as a canard having not the slightest founda- 
tion. It is expected, however, that the 
Charleston will touch at the Islands for coal 
on her homeward passage from China. 

Advices from Honolulu under date of Nov. 
II are to the effect that the rumors regarding 
the ill-health of Queen Liliuokolani, which 
have appeared in American and English news- 
pu pers, are without any foundation whatso- 
ever and received no attention in Honolulu, 
where the facts are known. Advices state 
that the Queen’s health, asa matter of fact, 
is excellent, and that she devotes much at- 
tention to State duties. The Queen has 
commissioned Hon. 4. 8.

ARGUMENTS ADVANCED. 
The petition set forth the tax question very 
briefly as follows: 
At present every honest vehicle owner pays 
tothe city a double revenue, upon every 
vehicle which he owns,acity tax or a city 
merchant’s license, and in addition theretoa 
vehicle license, which is about twice as large 
as it should be. It is proposed to wholly 
abolish the former andto reduce the latter 
toanequitable sum. When the amounts of 
the present vehicle license were fixed years 
ago they were probably no greater than ne- 
cessary to meet the then constant street 
repairs, which were necessary under our 
old system of macadamized streets. But 
with the number of miles of granite streets 
which we now have, paidfor by taxpayers, 
no reason longer exists why so large a 
vehicle license should be charged. Under 
the old system the wagons used up the 
streets; under the new system the streets use 
upthe wagons. Itisa well established fact 
that under the new system horses need shoe- 
ing twice as often and wheels new tires 
twice as often as they did before. 

The ordinance introduced provides for a 
reduction all around and compares with the 
old rate 2s follows: One-horse wagon, old 
$3, new $2; two-horse wagon, old $10, new 
$5; three-horse wagon, old $12, new $7; four- 
horse wagon, old $15, new $10; buggy, old 33, 
new $1.50; one-horse barouche, old $3, new 
$2.50; two- horse barouche,old $5, new $3; one- 
Lorse catriage, old $3, new $2; two-horse car- 
riage, old $10, new $5; baggage wagon, old 
$12, new $. These are the main lines of 
vehicles used and an idea of the proportion 
of the reduction can be obtained therefrom, 
and the additional comparison can be made 
of the rates here and in other cities by a 
glance at the following table:

Mr. D. C. Donovan, Vice-President of the 
association, said to-day: ‘‘The city of St. 
Louls charges higher licenses and gets less 
money than anycity in the Union.

It is stated asa fact that on last Monday 
evening there was a meeting of a certain 
group of leading pool-room proprieters of St. 
Louis at a certain hotel in this city at which 
the outlook for the future was most earnestly 
discussed and plans suggested by 
which the Waterloo of the supreme 
Court decision might be rendered less crush- 
ing in its completeness. It is also stated that 
at the close of that meeting the proposition 
to bulld a race track in East St. Louis had 
been thoroughly discussed, most favorably 
received, and a movement put under way to 
carry such a project through. Since then, it 
is stated, there have been some local capital - 
ists interested in the scheme, and there is 
every prospect of the race track in East St.
